CLAIMS 


What is claimed is: 


VL . A smokeless pipe for the ingestion of tobacco products, said pipe comprising: 

a. an elongated hollow me -nber having a proximal end, a distal end, and a length 
therebetween, said elongated holl dw member including a constricted portion along its 
length to retain the tobacco prodv cts within said elongated hollow member; 

b. a first opening located ; t said proximal end to enable a user to draw from said 
elongated hollow member; 

c. a fill port disposed alonj j said length of said elongated hollow member to enable 
a user to fill said elongated hollow member with the tobacco products; and 

d. a bulbous chamber loc ited at said distal end of said elongated hollow member, 
said bulbous chamber comprisi^ at least one vent hole; 


2 . The smokeless pmc of Claim 1 wherein said fill port forms a ring raised above 
the length of said elongated ho low member.

a first hollow member comprising an opening at a proximal end and at least one vent 
hole at a distal end; 

a second hollow member arranged for insertion within said first hollow member, 
said second hollow member comprising an open proximal portion, an open distal portion 
and a constriction therebetween for retaining tobacco within said distal portion, said second 
hollow member further comprising a blow hole disposed on said distal portion; and 
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a retention bearing disposed on said second hollow member being arranged to 
engage the inner surface of said first hollow member to retain said second hollow member 
within said first hollow member.

hollow member to retain said third hollow member within said second hollow member.
